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Report  of  the  President 

/\s  usual,  I  will  report  to  you  on  the  general  activities  and  condi- 
tions of  The  Connecticut  Historical  Society  and  will  leave  to 
the  Director  the  reporting  of  the  detailed  activities  of  the  past  year. 

In  general  it  has  been  in  my  opinion  a  satisfactory  year.  Our 
membership  has  grown  moderately  and  our  meetings  have  been 
rather  well  attended.  The  Bulletin  has  received  a  comfortable 
number  of  favorable  comments.  Both  of  these  activities  show  that 
we  are  on  the  right  track  in  varying  the  topics  which  are  treated. 
The  special  exhibits  have  attracted  most  favorable  attention  and 
Mr.  Warren  deserves  great  credit  for  the  ability  he  has  shown  in 
securing  for  us  the  loan  of  desirable  items  to  supplement  our  own 
collections. 

We  have  increased  during  the  year  our  library  and  museum  by 
desirable  additions.  We  have  been  especially  fortunate  in  acquir- 
ing several  unique  items,  both  broadsicies  anci  books,  for  the  li- 
brary. These  naturally  add  prestige. 

An  important  activity  this  past  year  is  still  in  the  preliminary 
stage.  It  is  the  assumption  of  custodianship  of  the  State  House  and 
is  perhaps  the  most  radical  undertaking  in  the  many  years  of  the 
Society's  life. 

The  State  House  is  the  only  important  structure  of  the  eight- 
eenth century  in  Hartford  which  has  survived.  In  1918  its  existence 
was  threatened  by  suggestions  that  its  site  had  valuable  commercial 
possibilities.  Fortunately,  public-minded  citizens,  both  men  and 
women,  led  by  Senator  Morgan  G.  Bulkeley,  raised  the  money 
needed  to  restore  it.  Since  then  it  has  been  a  tempting  structure 
for  many  uses,  for  no  thought-out  program  for  its  use  was  ever 
developed. 

Your  officers,  with  the  approval  of  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Society,  proposed  to  the  Hartford  City  Manager  that  the 
Society  be  appointed  custodians  of  the  building  and  the  grounds, 
and  be  allowed  to  operate  it  as  an  historic  museum  with  the  City 
of  Hartford  continuing  to  maintain  the  structure.  Many  months 
elapsed  before  agreement  on  this  proposal  was  reached.  Technical 
difficulties,  natural  in  adapting  a  building  of  1796  to  modern 
safety  regulations,  seemed  at  one  stage  to  effectually  block  the  plan, 
but  at  last  everything  was  settled  and  we  are  now  custodians. 

At  this  stage  it  seemed  wise  to  have  a  special  committee  to  as- 


sume  direction  of  the  Society's  activities  at  the  State  House  and  the 
original  group  of  officers,  President  Newton  C.  Brainard,  Vice- 
President  Charles  S.  Bissell,  Chairman  Houghton  Bulkeley  was 
augmented  by  the  following  who  will  decide  the  necessary  details 
of  operation:  Miss  Beatrice  Cook,  Miss  Florence  S.  M.  Crofut,  Mrs. 
Harold  G.  Holcombe,  Melancthon  W.  Jacobus,  Richard  T.  Steele 
and  James  M.  Thomson. 

Only  one  point  has  been  settled  definitely.  Your  President  has 
volunteered  to  furnish  the  Council  or  Senate  Chamber  as  a  memo- 
rial to  the  many  members  of  the  Brainard  and  Bulkeley  families 
who  have  served  their  State  and  City  in  this  building.  Our  task  has 
received  wonderful  help  by  the  generous  support  of  owners  of  some 
of  the  original  chairs  used  in  this  room.  After  one  hundred  and 
sixty-four  years,  12  chairs  out  of  twenty-two,  and  4  window 
stools  out  of  ten  have  returned  to  their  original  home.  The  State 
of  Connecticut  has  joined  with  private  owners  to  make  this  possi- 
ble. 

One  cannot  omit  mention  of  the  interest  and  skill  of  Mr.  Harold 
Margolis,  of  the  Nathan  Margolis  Shop,  in  planning  the  construc- 
tion of  the  unique  desk  and  the  tables  and  restoring  the  chairs. 

The  opening  of  the  building  to  the  public  is  still  some  way  off, 
but  I  feel  confident  of  its  success  and  that  the  public  will  give 
the  Society  credit  for  their  willingness  to  assume  this  responsibility 
as  a  public  duty. 

In  previous  reports  I  have  spoken  of  my  conviction  that  our 
most  important  activity  sliould  be  the  proper  cataloguing  and  in- 
dexing of  our  immense  collection  of  manuscripts  and  documents. 
This  work  was  inaugurated  during  the  past  year  and  the  results 
make  me  feel  that  I  did  not  overestimate  its  importance.  It  will 
continue  during  the  coming  year. 

Our  physical  properties  have  come  through  the  year  well,  al- 
though at  first  we  were  greatly  concerned  as  to  the  effect,  on  our 
grounds,  of  the  construction  work  on  the  new  Asylum  Avenue 
Bridge.  We  lost  many  trees  for  which  we  were  compensated  by 
the  Hartford  Flood  Commission.  When  the  spring  planting  is 
done,  we  now  feel  that  the  damage  will  be  minimized.  We  are  still 
concerned  at  the  rumors  of  a  Park  River  boulevard  running  north 
and  south,  with  possible  clover-leaf  access  roads  and  other  modern 
traffic  gadgets. 

Most  libraries  and  historical  organizations  rely  today  on  groups 
of  members  who  have  been  organized  into  the  "Friends  of  this  or 


that,"  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  encourage  contributions,  beyond 
the  usual  dues,  for  enlarging  the  funds  available  for  purchases  or, 
in  some  cases,  maintenance.  We  have  never  tried  such  a  plan  but 
have  been  helped  greatly  by  voluntary  gifts.  This  year,  in  addition 
to  bequests  from  the  Pinney,  Holcombe  and  White  estates,  we  have 
received  ten  gifts  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  more  from  Miss 
Florence  S.  M.  Crofut,  Mrs.  Albion  B.  Wilson,  Edgar  F.  Water- 
man, Lyonel  H.  Putnam,  Frederick  K.  Manross,  Frederick  K. 
Barbour,  Henry  E.  Sage,  an  anonymous  foundation,  Rotary  Club 
of  Hartford  and  What  in  the  World  (radio  program).  In  addi- 
tion, fifteen  others  have  aided  v^^ith  gifts  of  varying  amounts. 

Our  collections  have  again  benefited  by  the  generosity  of  mem- 
bers and  friends.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frederick  K.  Barbour  have  made 
important  additions  to  the  exceptional  collection  of  Connecticut 
furniture  which  they  have  deeded  to  us. 

These  bequests  are  of  the  greatest  importance  to  us,  for  our  work 
can  only  be  carried  on  by  an  assured  income  from  our  invested 
funds,  and,  of  course,  it  must  be  curtailed  if  that  income  lessens. 

In  our  investment  portfolio  we  have  generous  holdings  in  low- 
yielding  securities.  Some  people  have  wondered  why  we  do  not 
sell  these  and  increase,  perhaps  even  double,  the  present  income 
from  them.  These  critics  overlook  the  fact  that  we  are  an  institu- 
tion expecting  to  carry  on  our  activities  for  years  to  come.  The 
higher-income  securities  suggested  for  purchase  are  mostly  those 
without  possibilities  of  growth.  If  an  inflationary  trend  continues, 
our  income  will  not  keep  pace  with  it.  Fortunately,  die  low-income 
investments,  largely  local,  have  kept  pace  with  the  times,  both  in 
income  payments  and  market  values.  We  have,  at  times,  sold  some 
of  these  to  provide  funds  for  such  items  as  our  buildings.  Our 
needs  have  been  met  but  our  financial  position  has  not  been 
strengthened. 

In  the  past  our  members  and  friends  have  been  generous.  We 
must  all  make  an  eflFort  to  interest  new  donors  so  that  we  may  ad- 
vance rather  than  lessen  our  activities. 

Under  our  Director,  Thompson  R.  Harlow,  our  operations,  as 
usual,  have  been  conducted  with  great  skill.  The  highest  testi- 
monial which  I  can  give  to  the  other  members  of  the  staflF  is  that 
they  have  been  so  efficient  that  the  President  has  only  had  to  watch 
and  never  to  interfere.

Necrology —  1 960 

Stuart  Mead  Bailey 

Stuart  Mead  Bailey,  a  member  of  this  Society  since  December 
5,  1950,  died  at  Baltimore  General  Hospital  on  June  10,  1959.  He 
had  been  with  the  Totty  Trunk  and  Bag  Company  in  Baltimore 
and  New  York  for  thirty-three  years. 

Mr.  Bailey  was  born  in  Washington,  D.C.,  February  10,  1880, 
the  son  of  Ezra  Hann  and  Mary  Elizabeth  (Badham)  Bailey. 
Orphaned  at  an  early  age,  he  was  placed  in  an  orphanage  in  Balti- 
more. The  McDonough  School  gave  scholarships  to  children  of 
Civil  War  veterans,  and  Stuart  Bailey  was  able  to  attend  the  school, 
a  place  to  which  he  was  always  devoted  and  to  which  he  returned 
many  times  throughout  his  life.  At  sixteen,  the  top  age  for  boys  in 
the  McDonough  School,  he  was  forced  to  leave  to  find  work.  Com- 
bining jobs  and  a  night-school  course  in  law  proved  exceedingly 
difficult,  and  Mr.  Bailey  had  to  give  up  hopes  for  a  further  educa- 
tion. He  married  Elizabeth  Nichols  of  Howard  County,  Maryland, 
on  June  15,  1904.  hi  1916  he  joined  the  Totty  Trunk  and  Bag  Com- 
pany as  salesman  of  their  wholesale  merchandise,  remaining  with 
the  firm  until  his  retirement  in  1947.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Sons 
of  the  American  Revolution  through  his  Bailey  ancestors  of 
Groton,  Connecticut,  and  was  eligible  for  membership  in  the  Soci- 
ety of  Mayflower  Descendants. 

Mr.  Bailey  is  survived  by  two  sons;  Rollin  S.  Bailey  and  Warren 
Lee  Bailey,  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Frederick  F.  Stoddard,  and  four 
grandchildren. 

Florence  E.  Barrett 

Miss  Florence  E.  Barrett,  who  became  a  member  of  this  Society 
December  21,  1953,  died  at  her  home  in  West  Hartford  on  March 
21,  i960.  She  was  former  Advertising  Manager  of  Connecticut 
General  Life  Insurance  Company. 

Miss  Barrett,  daughter  of  James  Barrett  and  Sarah  (Baker)  Bar- 
rett was  born  July  i,  1880,  in  Somerville,  Massachusetts.  She  at- 
tended Brookhne  High  School,  and  was  graduated  from  Radcliff 
College,  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  Class  of  1903.  In  1918  she  was 
appointed  Advertising  Manager  of  Connecticut  General  Life  In- 
surance Company,  a  position  she  retained  until  her  retirement  in 
1949.  Miss  Barrett  had  been  a  resitlent  of  West  Hartford  42  years, 


and  her  membership  hi  organizations  inchidcel  the  Business  and 
Professional  Women's  Club,  the  Town  and  County  Club,  and  the 
League  of  Women  Voters.  She  also  belonged  to  the  Hearing 
League  of  Hartford. 

Miss  Barrett  is  survived  by  a  brother,  Harold  James  Barrett  of 
Darien. 

Robert  Allen  Boardman 

Robert  Allen  Boardman,  who  became  a  member  of  this  Society 
November  6,  195 1,  died  at  his  home  in  West  Hartford,  November 
4,  1959.  He  had  been  Vice-President  of  the  Hartford  National 
Bank  and  Trust  Company  until  his  retirement  in  1950. 

Mr.  Boardman  was  born  in  Hartford  November  20,  1875,  the 
son  of  Charles  and  Margaret  (Allen)  Boardman.  He  was  gradu- 
ated from  Yale  University  in  1897,  and  was  a  resident  of  South 
Windsor  from  1913  to  1931  where  he  was  Town  Treasurer  for  23 
years.  In  1894  ^^-  Boardman  joined  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Hartford,  becoming  Vice-President  and  Director  and  continuing 
as  Vice-President  after  it  merged  with  the  Hartford  National  Bank 
and  Trust  Company.  He  was  also  a  Director  of  the  Dime  Savings 
Bank  of  Hartford,  and  a  former  Director  of  the  American  Union 
and  Central  Unions  Insurance  Company  of  Hartford. 

Closely  connected  with  both  South  Windsor  and  Hartford,  Mr. 
Boardman  was  Treasurer  of  the  South  Windsor  Cemetery  from 
1915  to  1958,  and  a  Trustee  of  Funds  of  the  South  Windsor  First 
Congregational  Church  for  45  years.  He  was  a  past  Master  of 
Evergreen  Lodge,  AF  and  AM,  South  Windsor;  and  a  member  of 
the  Yale  Club  of  Hartford,  the  Hartford  Club,  Civitan  Club, 
County  Y.M.C.A  and  the  Hartford  Y.M.C.A. 

He  was  married  to  Bessie  Hunter  who  died  November  10,  1959, 
six  ciays  after  the  decease  of  her  husband.  Mr.  Boardman  is  sur- 
vived by  a  son,  David  Hunter  Boardman  of  West  Hartford;  a 
daughter,  Mrs.  William  F.  Peck  of  East  Windsor  Hill;  and  twin 
grandchildren.  Miss  Nancy  Sharps  Peck  and  Robert  Boardman 
Peck. 

John  Owen  Briggs 

John  Owen  Briggs,  a  member  of  this  Society  since  April  6,  1954, 
died  at  his  home  in  Boston  on  June  8,  1959.  He  hatl  been  Regional 
Director  of  Sales  for  American  Airlines  in  Boston,  and  was  former 
District  Sales  Manay-er  for  the  organization  in  Hartford. 


Mr.  Briggs  was  born  in  Riverside,  Illinois,  on  April  17,  1906,  the 
son  of  Clare  and  Ruth  (Owen)  Briggs.  He  joined  the  Hartford 
staff  of  American  Airlines  in  1931,  and  in  1936  was  appointed 
Sales  Manager  here.  In  1948  he  was  made  Regional  Director  of 
Sales,  with  offices  in  Boston,  and  was  also  at  one  time  affiliated 
with  American  Airlines  in  Newark,  New  Jersey,  and  Glasgow, 
Scotland.  During  Worlci  War  II,  Mr.  Briggs  served  as  a  Lieutenant 
Colonel  in  the  Air  Transport  Command,  in  the  United  States  and 
India.  Always  intensely  interested  in  fine  printing,  he  was,  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  working  on  Early  Maps  of  Connecticut,  a  keep- 
sake for  the  Columbiad  Club  of  which  he  was  a  member.  This  was 
a  paper  read  by  Edmund  B.  Thompson  at  a  meeting  of  The  Con- 
necticut Historical  Society,  November  4,  1941.  The  composition  of 
the  Columbiad  pamphlet  was  completed  by  Virginia  Sherwood 
Briggs,  in  memory  of  her  father,  and  it  was  printeci  at  the  Art 
Laboratory,  Wesleyan  University,  where  Mr.  Briggs'  types  and 
press  are  now  located. 

Mr.  Briggs  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Virginia  Briggs;  his 
daughter,  Virginia  Sherwood  Briggs;  his  mother,  Mrs.  R.  O. 
Briggs;  two  sisters,  Mrs.  Sarah  B.  Lewis  of  Storrs,  and  Mrs.  Wil- 
liam B.  Metzger  of  Leesburg,  Virginia. 

Mrs.  William  H.  Coleman 

Mrs.  Edna  (Wilcox)  Coleman,  who  became  a  member  of  this 
Society  February  3,  1948,  died  at  Geisinger  Memorial  Hospital, 
Danville,  Pennsylvania,  March  31,  1958.  Her  home  was  Lewisburg, 
Pennsylvania,  where  her  husband,  Doctor  William  H.  Coleman, 
is  Vice-President  of  Bucknell  University. 

Mrs.  Coleman  was  born  in  Mystic,  December  26,  1884,  the 
daughter  of  Rowland  H.  and  Clara  (Matthews)  Wilcox.  She  at- 
tended high  school  in  Mystic  and  later  studied  at  Williams  Memo- 
rial Institute,  New  London,  and  Acadia  University,  Wolfville, 
N.S.,  Canada,  from  which  she  was  graduated  in  1908.  She  marrieci 
Doctor  Coleman  the  same  year,  and  moved  to  Lewisburg  where 
he  became  Professor  of  English  at  Bucknell  University. 

Mrs.  Coleman  was  active  in  many  civic,  historical  and  univer- 
sity groups  in  Lewisburg.  At  the  time  of  her  death  she  was  Regent 
of  the  Shikelimo  Chapter,  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution, 
which  she  had  previously  served  as  Regent  in  1947  and  1950.  She 
also  served  as  a  State  officer,  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolu- 


tion,  and  had  been  a  Directoress  of  that  organization's  Central 
Region,  as  well  as  Chairman  of  its  State  Committee  on  Conserva- 
tion of  Natural  Resources.  She  organized  the  Catherine  Crown 
Chapter,  Daughters  of  the  American  Colonists,  in  1952,  and  served 
as  Regent  for  the  organization.  She  belonged  to  the  Society  of 
Magna  Charta  Dames,  the  New  England  Society,  antl  the  Denison 
Society. 

Mrs.  Coleman  is  survived  by  her  husbantl ;  a  sister,  Mrs.  Norton 
C.  Wheeler  of  Mystic;  a  son,  R.  Henry  Coleman  of  Fairview; 
and  two  srandsons  and  one  sreat-urandson. 


Colonel  Perrin  Chiles  Cothran 

Colonel  Perrin  Chiles  Cothran,  a  member  of  this  Society  since 
October  2,  1951,  died  at  his  residence  in  Hartford  on  December 
22,  1959.  He  had  been  former  Hartford  City  Councilman,  and 
retired  Vice-President  of  the  Phoenix  Life  Insurance  Group. 

Colonel  Cothran  was  born  February  22,  1886  at  Chiles  Cross- 
roads, South  Carolina,  the  son  of  Wade  Elephare  and  Sarah  Eliza- 
beth (Chiles)  Cothran.  After  graduating  from  Clemson  Agri- 
cultural College,  Clemson,  South  Carolina,  in  1904,  he  was  for  a 
time  Civil  Engineer  in  southwest  Virginia,  Kentucky  and  North 
Carolina.  His  insurance  work  began  in  1910  as  Inspector  for  the 
North  Carolina  Insurance  Company.  In  1913  he  was  appointed 
Special  Agent  for  the  Connecticut  Fire  Insurance  Company  in 
North  and  South  Carolina,  and  in  Virginia. 

Mr.  Cothran  enlisted  in  the  Army,  1917,  receiving  a  commission 
as  Captain  in  the  Engineer  Corps.  He  soon  rose  to  Major,  with 
service  in  France  and  Belgium  where  he  was  cited  for  bravery  in 
action.  He  was  later  commissioned  a  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the 
Engineers,  and  retired  from  the  Army  as  Colonel. 

After  the  war  Colonel  Cothran  went  to  Brazil  as  a  local  engineer 
of  the  American  Foreign  Insurance  Association.  Remaining  in 
Brazil  eight  years,  he  then  resigned,  becoming  Special  Agent  in 
1926,  for  the  Phoenix  Life  Insurance  Company  in  eastern  Pennsyl- 
vania, southern  New  Jersey,  and  Delaware.  He  was  called  back  to 
the  home  office  in  Hartford  in  1928  to  become  Assistant  Secretary. 
In  1929  he  was  made  Secretary;  in  1936,  Vice-President;  and  in 
February,  1943,  he  was  elected  a  Director  of  the  Phoenix  of  Hart- 
ford Insurance  Company.  In  1949  he  achieved  prominence  through 
the  initiation  and  organization  of  a  nationwide  fire  inspection  sur- 


vey  of  approximately  7,500  hospitals.  The  study  was  completed  in 
1952,  the  year  which  also  marked  his  retirement  from  the  Phoenix 
of  Hartford.  His  drive  to  avert  highway  accidents  and  deaths  also 
occurred  in  1952,  when  he  urged  auto  executives  to  begin  adver- 
tising the  use  of  caution  in  driving. 

Colonel  Cothran's  memberships  included  the  Masonic  Lodge, 
Raleigh,  North  Carolina;  the  Hartford  Golf  Club  of  which  he  was 
made  President  in  1952;  honorary  Director  of  the  Hartford  Na- 
tional Bank  and  Trust  Company;  and  a  member  of  Christ  Church 
Cathedral.  He  had  also  been  a  former  member  of  the  Hartford 
City  Council  and  served  as  President  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Ap- 
peals. 

Surviving  Colonel  Cothran  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Ruth  Galbraith 
Cothran ;  and  two  sons,  Perrin  G.  and  Robert  C.  Cothran,  both  of 
Hartford. 

Mrs.  Austin  Cutler 

Mrs.  Maud  J.  (Peak)  Cutler,  a  member  of  this  Society  since 
July  30,  1957,  died  at  Grossmont  Hospital,  San  Diego,  California, 
January  28,  i960.  She  was  the  widow  of  Austin  Cutler,  founder  of 
Cutler  Brothers  Funeral  Home  in  San  Diego. 

Mrs.  Cutler  was  born  in  Owasso,  Michigan,  the  daughter  of 
Seth  Tracy  and  Mary  Ann  (Perkins)  Peak.  Her  early  schooling 
was  in  Otia,  Greenwood,  and  Ishpeming,  Michigan,  and  on  several 
occasions  she  took  courses  from  Chicago  University  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  hidiana.  She  married  Austin  Cutler  in  La  Porte,  hidiana, 
on  December  28,  1927.  Mr.  Cuder  died  January  28,  1942.  She  was 
always  active  in  church  work,  being  a  State  officer  in  the  hidiana 
Council  of  Church  Women,  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Baptist  Home  and  Hospital  in  Maywood,  Illinois.  At 
the  time  of  her  death,  Mrs.  Cutler  was  a  resident  of  Spring  Valley, 
California.  She  was  also  active  in  the  World  Council  of  Churches, 
and  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  La  Porte  Chapter,  La  Porte, 
Indiana.  She  is  survived  by  a  sister,  Mrs.  Frank  Scholz  of  Point 
Pleasant,  West  Virginia. 

Mrs.  Lewis  Bissell  Davis 

Mrs.  Clara  Belle  (Drake)  Davis,  who  became  a  member  of  this 
Society  August  30,  1955,  died  in  Elizabethton,  Tennessee,  Decem- 
ber 22,  1958.  She  was  the  wife  of  Lewis  Bissell  Davis  whom  she 
married  in  Rochester,  New  York,  in  1887. 


Mrs.  Davis  was  born  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  February  8,  1869,  the 
daughter  of  Harvey  Forrester  and  Rachael  (Dennison)  Drake. 
She  was  a  member  of  the  Brick  Presbyterian  Church,  Rochester, 
New  York,  and  was  for  twenty  years  Registrar  of  the  Presidio 
Chapter,  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  San  Francisco, 
CaHfornia. 

Mrs.  Davis  is  survived  by  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Ahce  D.  Turrentine 
of  Ehzabethton. 

Richard  Withington  Hawes 

Richard  Withington  Hawes,  a  member  of  this  Society  since 
January  8,  1952,  died  at  Hartford  Hospital  on  March  5,  i960.  He 
had  been  a  retired  teacher  and  accountant. 

Mr.  Hawes  was  born  March  31,  1886  in  Somerville,  Massachu- 
setts, the  son  of  Frank  M.  and  Harriet  (Foster)  Hawes.  His  early 
schooling  was  in  Somerville,  and  he  was  later  graduated  from 
Yale  University,  Class  of  1908.  After  teaching  in  several  schools  in 
Connecticut,  he  became,  in  1927,  an  accountant  in  the  Comptrol- 
ler's office.  State  of  Connecticut,  retiring  from  this  position  in  1952. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  West  Hartford, 
and  the  Yale  Alumni  Association. 

Mr.  Hawes  is  survived  by  a  sister,  Mrs.  Edward  A.  Currier  of 
Newton  Center,  Massachusetts;  and  a  brother,  Austin  F.  Hawes  of 
West  Hartford. 

Harold  Goodwin  Holcombe 

Harold  Goodwin  Holcombe,  a  member  of  this  Society  since 
November  14,  1916,  died  at  his  home  in  West  Hartford  on  January 
6,  i960.  He  had  been  semi-retired  owner.  Chairman  of  the  Board, 
and  Treasurer  of  H.  G.  Holcombe,  Inc.,  Insurance-Bonding  firm 
of  Hartford.  Mr.  Holcombe  was  a  member  of  this  Society's  Audit- 
ing Committee  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Mr.  Holcombe  was  born  in  Bristol  November  23,  1873,  the  son 
of  John  M.  and  Emily  Seymour  (Goodwin)  Holcombe.  He  lived 
most  of  his  life  in  Hartford,  attending  the  West  Middle  School, 
and  the  Hartford  Public  High  School  from  which  he  was  gradu- 
ated in  1892.  In  1897  he  graduated  from  Yale  University  where  he 
had  been  coxswain  of  his  class  and  winner  of  the  Norfolk  Tennis 
Tournament. 

He  joined  the  Fitlelity  Trust  Company,  now  the  Hartford  Na- 
tional Bank  and  Trust  Company,  in  1897,  becoming,  in  ten  years,  its 
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Assistant  Treasurer.  He  left  the  bank  in  1907  to  go  into  insurance 
partnership  with  J.  Henry  McManus.  In  1923  he  incorporated  his 
own  firm,  Harold  G.  Holcombe,  Inc.,  an  agency  representing  the 
Travelers  Insurance  Company,  London  and  Lancashire  Indemnity 
Company  of  America,  London  and  Lancashire  Insurance  Com- 
pany, and  the  Charter  Oak  Fire  Insurance  Company.  When  his 
son,  Harold  G.  Holcombe,  Jr.,  was  made  President  in  1949,  Mr. 
Holcombe  became  Chairman  of  the  Board  and  continued  as  Treas- 
urer of  the  firm. 

Mr.  Holcombe  was  always  deeply  interested  in  historical  mat- 
ters. He  was  an  avid  collector,  having  in  his  possession  many  items 
of  historical  interest,  including  one  of  the  original  ballots  for  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  as  President.  He  was  author  of  "Stonewalls  in  Eastern 
Connecticut,"  and  an  authority  on  George  Washington  and  the 
Revolutionary  War.  He  was  a  former  Governor  of  the  Society  of 
the  Descendants  of  the  Founders  of  Hartford;  a  member  of  the 
Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  General  Society  of  Colonial 
Wars,  Friends  of  Hartford,  Antiquarian  &  Landmarks  Society, 
Inc.,  of  Connecticut,  and  the  Valley  Forge  Historical  Society.  He 
was  also  a  charter  member  of  the  Hartford  Golf  Club,  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Coventry  and  Battenmill  Fish  and  Game  Clubs.  Mr. 
Holcombe  was  a  staunch  Republican  and  a  former  Deacon  of  the 
Center  Church,  Hartford. 

Surviving  him  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Ethel  Percy  (Monson)  Hol- 
combe; and  three  sons,  Harold  G.  Holcombe,  Jr.,  Shepherd  M. 
Holcombe,  both  of  West  Hartford,  and  Seth  P.  Holcombe  of  Sims- 
bury. 

Edward  Frank  Humphrey 

Edward  Frank  Humphrey,  a  member  of  this  Society  since  May 
3,  1955,  died  at  his  home  in  Hartford  on  February  6,  i960.  He  had 
been  retired  Professor  of  History  and  Political  Science  at  Trinity 
College,  Hartford. 

Born  in  Winnebago,  Minnesota,  April  22,  1878,  Professor  Hum- 
phrey was  the  son  of  John  G.  and  Louisa  (Hoyt)  Humphrey.  He 
received  his  B.A.  degree  from  the  University  of  Minnesota  in  190^, 
and  his  M.A.  degree  from  Columbia  University  in  1909.  In  1912, 
he  received  his  Ph.D.  degree  from  the  University  of  Paris.  He  was 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  Lake  Benton,  Minnesota,  1904-1908; 
instructor  of  History  at  the  College  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
1908-1910;  and  instructor  of  History  at  Columbia  University,  191 1- 
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1915-  A  resident  of  Hartford  since  1915,  he  had  been  Northam 
Professor  of  History  and  Political  Science  at  Trinity  College  from 
1915  to  1948;  and  was  an  instructor  of  History  at  Hillyer  College, 
Hartford,  from  1948  to  1950.  He  was  the  author  of  several  books, 
including  Politics  and  Religion  in  the  Days  of  Augustine,  Na- 
tionalism and  Religion  in  America,  and  An  Economic  History  of 
the  United  States.  He  was  also  editor  of  George  Washington  on 
Religious  Liberty  and  Mutual  Understanding  in  1932;  editor  of 
Liberty  Documents  in  1936;  and  had  been  a  major  contributor  to 
several  historical  handbooks.  He  was  past  President  of  the  Mark 
Twain  Library  and  Memorial  Commission;  and  a  member  of  the 
American  History  Association,  American  Political  Science  Associ- 
ation, North  East  History  Teacher's  Association,  Society  of  May- 
flower Descendants,  and  Society  of  the  Descendants  of  the  Found- 
ers of  Hartford. 

Professor  Humphrey  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Gertrude 
Warnack  Humphrey;  two  daughters,  Misses  Anna  and  Gertrude 
Louisa  Humphrey,  both  of  Hartford;  and  a  sister,  Mrs.  Archie 
Hynes  of  Winnebago,  Minnesota. 

The  Reverend  Elmer  Ellsworth  Schultz  Johnson 

The  Reverend  Elmer  Ellsworth  Schultz  Johnson,  a  member  of 
this  Society  since  April  5,  1927,  died  in  York,  Pennsylvania,  on 
May  17,  1959.  He  had  been  Professor  Emeritus  of  the  Hartford 
Seminary  Foundation,  and  was  Seminary  Historian  from  1922  to 

1943- 

Born  in  New  Berlin,  Pennsylvania,  June  26,  1872,  he  was  the  son 
of  Allen  T.  D.  and  Susanna  K.  (Schultz)  Johnson.  After  studying 
at  Perkiomen  Seminary  in  Pennsylvania,  he  was  graduated  from 
Princeton  University  in  1899,  and  from  the  Hartford  Seminary 
Foundation  in  1902.  From  the  Seminary  he  received  his  Doctor  of 
Philosophy  degree  in  191 1,  and  his  Doctor  of  Divinity  degree  from 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  in  1924. 
Professorship  at  the  Hartford  Seminary  began  in  1922,  with  his 
becoming  a  full  Professor  in  1928,  and  Waldo  Professor  of  Church 
History  in  1934.  Retirement  was  due  in  1940,  but  Doctor  Johnson 
stayed  on  the  faculty  until  his  seventieth  birthday  in  1942. 

Doctor  Johnson's  residence  was  also  Hereford,  Pennsylvania, 
where  he  spent  his  weekends.  For  25  years  he  served  as  Pastor  of 
the  Hereford  Mennonite  Church  in  Bally,  Pennsylvania.  He  held 
many  posts  among  the  Mennonites,  and  was  Chairman  of  the 
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Historical  and  Publication  Committee  of  the  Eastern  District  Con- 
ference. He  was  also  Secretary  of  the  Pennsylvania  German  Soci- 
ety, and  a  member  of  the  Genealogical  Society  of  Pennsylvania. 
He  was  the  first  Secretary  of  the  Schwenkfelder  Board  of  Missions, 
had  been  Pastor  of  the  First  Schwenkfelder  Church  of  Philadel- 
phia, and  was  also  the  first  Editor  of  the  denominational  monthly 
journal,  The  Schivenhjddian. 

Dr.  Johnson  married,  September  7,  1899,  Agnes  S.  Gerhard. 
Surviving  him  are  a  son,  Rolland  G.  Johnson  of  York,  Pennsyl- 
vania; a  grandson,  and  two  great-grandchildren. 

Judge  Russell  Zieball  Johnston 

Judge  Russell  Zieball  Johnston,  who  became  a  member  of  this 
Society  February  i,  1938,  died  at  his  home  in  West  Hartford  on 
October  4,  1959.  He  had  been  Judge  of  the  Hartford  Probate  Court 
since  1938. 

Born  October  27,  1894,  the  son  of  Thomas  L.  and  Margaret  J. 
(Zieball)  Johnston,  Judge  Johnston  was  a  life-long  resident  of 
Hartford.  He  was  a  graduate  of  the  Hartford  Public  High  School 
and,  when  about  thirteen  years  old,  he  went  to  work  in  his  uncle's 
store  on  Wethersfield  Avenue.  With  earnings  acquired  there,  and 
on  summer  jobs,  he  saved  up  $100  to  go  to  college,  receiving  a  B.A. 
degree  from  Trinity  College,  Hartford,  in  1916,  as  valedictorian  of 
his  class.  He  was  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  Sigma  Nu, 
and  received  his  M.A.  degree  from  Trinity  College  in  1919  and 
was  graduated  from  Harvard  Law  School  the  same  year.  For  a 
number  of  years  he  was  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  Grand  Juror  and, 
in  1929,  was  appointed  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Hartford  Probate  Court. 
In  1938  he  was  made  Judge. 

From  1942  on.  Judge  Johnston  received  the  endorsement  of  both 
political  parties,  though  he  was  a  registered  Republican.  Always 
active  in  Hartford  affairs,  he  was  a  past  President  of  the  Connecti- 
cut Probate  Assembly,  and  a  former  head  of  the  Hartford  Round 
Table  of  the  National  Conference  of  Christians  and  Jews.  In  1955 
the  Hartford  Jewish  War  Veterans  chose  him  for  their  Citizens 
Award.  He  was  also  past  President  of  the  Hartford  Rotary  Club 
and  the  Trinity  College  Alumni  Association.  In  1958  he  was 
awarded  Trinity's  alumni  Medal  for  Excellence. 

Judge  Johnston  married  Margaret  H.  Thompson  of  Cambridge, 
Massachusetts,  in  1924.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  a  son,  Rus- 
sell Z.  Johnston,  Jr.  of  West  Hartford. 
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Gilbert  Stuart  McClintock 

Gilbert  Stuart  McClintock,  who  became  a  member  of  this  Soci- 
ety March  i,  1949,  died  in  Wilkes-Barre,  Pennsylvania,  on  June  20, 
1959.  He  had  been  Vice-President  of  the  Board  of  the  Glen  Alden 
Corporation,  and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wilkes 
College,  Wilkes-Barre,  Pennsylvania. 

Mr.  McClintock  was  born  December  27,  1886,  the  son  of  Andrew 
Hamilton  and  Eleanor  (Welles)  McClintock.  He  was  graduated 
from  Lawrenceville  School,  Princeton  University,  University  of 
Pennsylvania  Law  School,  and  was  a  member  of  the  New  York, 
Pennsylvania,  and  American  Bar  Associations.  A  corporation  law- 
yer, Mr.  McClintock  joined  the  former  Glen  Alden  Corporation  as 
Director  in  1934.  From  1951  to  April  10,  1959  he  served  as  Board 
Chairman,  when  the  corporation  merged  with  List  Industries.  The 
present  Glen  Alden  Corporation  includes,  among  others,  the  Glen 
Alden  Coal  Corporation,  the  country's  largest  producer  of  Anthra- 
cite; R.K.O.  Theaters;  Aluminum  Industries,  Inc.;  Otis  Railway 
Warehouses;  and  crude  oil  and  natural  gas  properties.  Another 
important  aspect  of  Mr.  McClintock's  work  was  his  connection 
with  Wilkes  College,  Wilkes-Barre,  Pennsylvania.  He  was  one  of 
the  principal  figures  in  establishing  Wilkes  College  as  a  four-year 
institution  in  1947  and  at  its  25th  Anniversary,  he  headed  the  cam- 
paign fund  to  raise  $500,000. 

Always  active  in  Wilkes-Barre  civic  aflfairs,  he  was  for  21  years 
Chairman  of  the  City  Planning  Commission,  resigning  in  1948. 
He  was  also  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  Miner's  National  Bank 
of  Wilkes-Barre;  President  of  the  Wyoming  Valley's  Council  of 
the  Boy  Scouts  of  America;  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  Wyo- 
ming Valley  Community  Chest  and  the  Wyoming  Valley  United 
Fund ;  and  President  of  the  Graphic  Historical  Society  of  America. 
He  was  also  President  of  the  Wyoming  Valley  Society  of  Arts  and 
Sciences;  President  of  the  Legal  Aid  Society  of  Luzerne  County; 
Director  and  Treasurer  of  the  Children's  Home  of  Wilkes-Barre; 
and  a  Trustee  of  Bucknell  University,  Lewisburg,  Pennsylvania. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  University  Club  of  New  York;  Friends 
of  Princeton  Library;  and  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania. 
In  1948  he  compiled  a  book  entitled  Valley  Views  of  Northeastern 
Petinsyhania,  published  by  the  Wyoming  Historical  antl  Geologi- 
cal Society.  Mr.  McClintock  was  unmarried. 
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Mrs.  Carl  W.  Noren 

Mrs.  Minnie  (Peterson)  Noren,  who  became  a  member  of  this 
Society  November  3,  1959,  died  at  Hartford  Hospital  on  April  29, 
i960.  She  had  been  an  antique  dealer  with  a  shop,  Stonecrest 
Antiques,  on  the  New  London  Turnpike,  Marlborough. 

Mrs.  Noren  was  born  May  31,  1896,  the  daughter  of  Charles 
and  Ellsie  (Halberg)  Peterson.  Though  born  in  Middle  Haddam, 
she  made  her  residence  first  in  Manchester,  and  later  in  Marlbor- 
ough. She  is  survived  by  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Richard  Newton  of 
Schenectady,  New  York,  and  Mrs.  William  Oren  of  South  Bend, 
Indiana;  one  brother,  Ernest  Peterson  of  Clearwater,  Florida;  two 
sisters,  Mrs.  Walter  Berg,  and  Mrs.  J.  S.  Hultman,  both  of  Hart- 
ford; and  eight  grandchildren. 


Mrs.  Frank  D.  Phinney 

Mrs.  Florence  (Voorhees)  Phinney,  a  member  of  this  Society 
since  October  5,  1954,  died  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  on  November  13, 
1959.  She  was  the  wife  of  the  late  Frank  Douglas  Phinney,  M.D., 
who  died  in  1938. 

Mrs.  Phinney,  the  daughter  of  the  Reverend  William  Brownlee 
and  Evaline  Augusta  (Piatt)  Voorhees,  was  born  in  Blawenburg, 
New  Jersey,  November  26,  1878.  She  was  a  graduate  of  Oberlin 
College,  Oberlin,  Ohio,  and  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  She 
taught  mathematics  at  several  colleges,  and  for  a  year  she  was  Dean 
of  Women  at  Doan  College,  Crete,  Nebraska,  prior  to  her  mar- 
riage to  Doctor  Phinney  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  January  21,  1909. 

Mrs.  Phinney  was  a  member  of  numerous  cultural,  historical 
and  charitable  associations,  including  the  National  Society  of  the 
Colonial  Dames  of  America,  State  of  Ohio;  the  English-Speaking 
Union;  the  Historical  and  Philosophical  Society  of  Ohio;  and  the 
New  England  Historic  Genealogical  Society.  She  served  on  the 
Boards  of  the  Widows'  and  Old  Men's  Home,  the  Fresh  Air  and 
Convalescent  Aid  Society;  and  was  a  member  of  the  Cincinnati 
Woman's  Club  and  the  Town  Club.  A  member  of  the  Seventh 
Presbyterian  Church,  she  had  served  on  the  National  Board  of 
Missions  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Mrs.  Phinney  is  survived  by  a  son,  James  Douglas  Phinney,  Jr., 
M.D.,  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio;  and  six  grandchildren. 


Doctor  Robert  Lee  Rowley 

Robert  Lee  Rowley,  M.D.,  a  member  of  this  Society  since  April 
7,  1953,  died  at  Hartford  Hospital  May  5,  i960.  He  had  been,  for 
35  years.  Medical  Director  of  the  Phoenix  Mutual  Life  Insurance 
Company,  retiring  in  1950. 

Dr.  Rowley  was  born  in  Bloomheld  August  15,  1879,  the  son  of 
Henry  Wells  and  Harriet  (Adams)  Rowley.  He  was  graduated 
from  the  Hartford  Public  High  School  in  1898,  and  Yale  Univer- 
sity Medical  School  in  1903.  He  interned  at  Hartford  Hospital, 
and  was  its  visiting  physician  for  15  years. 

Dr.  Rowley  joined  the  Phoenix  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company 
in  1913.  He  was  on  the  State  Medical  Examining  Board  for  many 
years,  and  was  a  member,  1928-1958,  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Hartford  Hospital.  In  1958  he  was  made  an  honorary  Director 
of  the  hospital,  and  was  also  a  member  of  its  Executive  Committee 
from  1928  to  1951,  when  he  resigned.  He  was  past  President  of  the 
Association  of  Life  Insurance  Medical  Directors  of  America;  and 
a  member  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  the  Connecticut 
State  Medical  Association,  the  Hartford  County  Medical  Associ- 
ation, and  the  Hartford  Medical  Society.  He  was  also  a  member 
of  the  Building  Committee  of  the  new  addition  at  Hartford  Hospi- 
tal, and  the  JefTerson  House.  Membership  in  organizations  in- 
cluded past  President  of  the  20th  Century  Club,  a  member  of  the 
Travelers  Aid  Board,  and  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Descend- 
ants of  the  Founders  of  Hartford,  Hartford  Club,  Hartford  Golf 
Club,  and  a  communicant  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church,  Hartford. 

Dr.  Rowley  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Clara  McLean  Rowley; 
a  daughter,  Mrs.  Norman  W.  Spencer  of  Avon;  three  grandchil- 
dren and  several  nieces  and  nephews. 

Caleb  Mills  Saville 

Caleb  Mills  Saville,  a  member  of  this  Society  since  January  2, 
1951,  died  at  the  Heublein  Hotel,  Hartford,  where  he  had  been  a 
resident,  on  February  14,  i960.  He  had  been  former  Manager  and 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  of  Hart- 
ford. 

Mr.  Saville  was  born  in  Melrose,  Massachusetts,  May  27,  1865, 
the  son  of  George  W.  W.  and  Helen  (Mills)  Saville.  He  prepared 
for  college  at  Stone's  School  in  Boston,  and  was  graduated  from 
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Harvard  University,  Cum  Laude  in  Engineering,  in  1889.  His  out- 
standing engineering  projects  included  the  design  and  construc- 
tion of  the  Simpson  Drydock  in  Boston ;  the  engineer  in  charge  of 
design  and  construction  of  the  sewage  system  in  Maiden,  Massa- 
chusetts; and  designing  several  storage  reservoirs  and  a  tunnel 
under  the  Mystic  River.  In  1907  he  was  selected  to  be  Assistant 
Division  Engineer  in  charge  of  the  construction  of  Gatun  Dam  and 
Locks  in  the  Panama  Canal,  under  General  George  Washington 
Gcethals.  His  technical  and  research  papers  for  this  project  have 
been  cited  by  engineers  as  "a  masterpiece  of  engineering  investiga- 
tion." Mr.  Saville  worked  five  years  on  the  Panama  Canal,  and  for 
his  work  was  awarded  the  Norman  Medal  of  the  American  Society 
of  Civil  Engineers  in  1914.  His  first  major  project  in  the  Hart- 
ford vicinity  was  the  Nepaug  Dam  and  reservoir,  started  in  1914. 
Later  came  the  Barkhamsted  Reservoir  and  Dam,  started  in  1933 
and  completed  in  1940.  The  Saville  Dam  on  the  Barkhamsted 
Reservoir  was  named  in  his  honor,  and  was  built  through  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission  of  Hartford.  Even  after  his  re- 
tirement from  the  organization  in  1948,  Mr.  Saville  remained  con- 
sultant to  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  and  adhered  to  its 
rugged  schedule. 

Mr.  Saville  was  an  honorary  member  of  the  New  England  Water 
Works  Association  and  the  Connecticut  Society  of  Civil  Engineers; 
life  member  of  the  Institute  of  Water  Engineers  of  England;  and 
a  member  of  the  American  Water  Works  Association,  American 
Society  of  Civil  Engineering,  American  Meteorological  Society, 
Boston  Society  of  Civil  Engineering,  Royal  Meteorological  Society 
of  England,  and  the  American  Geographic  Union.  He  was  also  a 
member  of  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars,  the  Society  of  Mayflower 
Descendants,  the  Harvard  Club  of  Connecticut,  and  the  University 
Club  of  Hartford. 

Mr.  Saville  is  survived  by  a  son.  Doctor  Thorndike  Saville,  re- 
tired Dean  of  the  School  of  Engineering,  New  York  University ;  a 
grandson,  and  three  great-grandchildren.  He  was  married  to  the 
former  Elizabeth  Thorndike  who  died  April  9,  1955. 

May  Brewer  Stevens 

Miss  May  Brewer  Stevens,  who  became  a  member  of  this  Society 
April  7,  1953,  died  at  her  home  in  East  Hartford  on  October  22, 
1959.  She  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  on  December  10,  1877, 
the  daughter  of  William  T.  and  Margaret  (McNara)  Stevens.  By 


profession  she  had  been  a  teacher,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Laurel 
Garden  Ckib  of  East  Hartford,  Miss  Stevens  is  survived  by  two 
nieces,  Mrs.  Frank  Kent  of  New  York  City,  and  Mrs,  Scott  Burns 
of  Orange, 

Arthur  Ripley  Thompson 

Arthur  Ripley  Thompson,  a  member  of  this  Society  since  De- 
cember 3,  1901,  died  at  Hartford  Hospital  on  January  2,  i960.  He 
had  been  an  explorer,  writer,  and  retired  tax  collector  of  West 
Hartford, 

Mr,  Thompson  was  born  in  Hartford  January  22,  1872,  the  son 
of  Charles  Edward  and  Abbie  Frances  (Allen)  Thompson,  He 
was  graduated  from  the  West  Middle  School,  class  of  1885,  and 
from  the  Hartford  Public  High  School  in  1889.  From  1890  to  1891 
he  worked  as  a  reporter  on  the  Hartford  C  our  ant,  and  in  1896  he 
received  his  B,A.  degree  from  Yale  University  in  Classical  Poetry, 
In  the  summer  of  1894  he  took  part  in  an  expedition  to  Greenland, 
and  in  1898  went  with  another  expedition  to  Africa,  After  tem- 
porary business  experiences  in  Boston  and  Syracuse,  New  York, 
he  returned  to  Hartford,  joining  the  Hartford  Agency  Staff  of  the 
Connecticut  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company,  He  became  collec- 
tor of  taxes  in  West  Hartford  in  1914,  and  in  1925  retired  from  the 
insurance  fielci  to  give  full  time  to  the  tax  office.  He  retired  as  tax 
collector  on  March  i,  1949, 

In  1954  Mr.  Thompson  was  named  West  Hartford  Civitan  Man- 
of-the-Year,  He  had  been  Secretary  and  Sergeant  in  the  Hartford 
City  Guard,  a  Sergeant  in  the  Yale  Cadet  Corps,  and  had  also 
served  in  the  West  Hartford  Company  of  the  State  Guard.  He  was 
the  author  of  several  volumes  of  poetry,  and  a  book  entitled  The 
Road  to  Glory;  Story  of  the  Third  Purple  Heart.  He  was  Secretary 
of  the  West  Hartford  Grange  and  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  Chair- 
man of  the  Webster  Memorial  Public  Library.  In  1910  he  organized 
and  became  First  Scoutmaster  of  Boy  Scout  Troop  12.  He  was 
President  of  the  Connecticut  Archeological  Society,  and  had  been  a 
member  of  the  Connecticut  Society  of  Mayflower  Descendants. 

Since  1939  Mr.  Thompson  maintained  Joy  Brook  Farm  in 
Townsend,  Vermont,  as  a  summer  residence.  He  is  survived  by  his 
wife,  Mrs.  Helene  Bowman  Thompson;  two  daughters,  Mrs. 
Charles  A,  Goodspeed  of  West  Hartford,  and  Mrs,  B.  W.  Lyman 
of  Brookline,  New  York;  six  grandchildren  and  six  great-grand- 
children. 


Report  of  the  Director 
Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Society: 

Introduction 

It  was  just  ten  years  ago  that  we  came  to  i  EHzabeth  Street, 
making  this  an  appropriate  time  to  note  progress  since  that  move. 
In  1950  we  had  a  staff  of  four,  annual  income  of  $12,821.31,  and 
632  members.  Now  we  have  a  full-time  staff  of  seven,  annual  un- 
restricted income  of  $45,000.00,  including  $9,500.00  from  the  Bing- 
ham and  Woodward  Trusts,  and  1407  members.  Gifts,  bequests 
and  foundation  grants  have  totalled  $:557,ooo.oo,  more  than  a  third 
of  which  was  for  endowment.  The  book  value  of  endowment  funds 
for  general  expenses,  including  a  33%  increase,  the  result  of  reinvest- 
ment for  higher  income,  has  risen  from  $213,000.00  to  $610,509.65. 
During  these  ten  years  we  have  altered  the  main  building  for  our 
use,  added  a  book  stack  and  more  recently,  completed  the  audito- 
rium with  its  basement  storage  areas  and  workshops — at  a  total  cost 
of  $635,908.62.  This  money  came  from  the  Hoadley  and  Seymour 
building  funds  not  usable  before  1950,  and  despite  this  expenditure 
these  funds  have  increased  from  $451,071.66  to  $553,944.78  with  an- 
nual income  for  operating  the  building  of  $35,000. 

One  of  the  most  significant  aspects  of  these  ten  years  has  been 
the  increase  in  acquisition  funds.  In  1950  we  had  approximately 
$1,000.00  a  year;  now  it  is  $5,737-54,  phis  many  gifts  for  specific 
purposes.  We  have  not  yet  been  forced  to  turn  down  a  really 
choice  item  for  lack  of  funds.  We  can  and  do  compete  with  all 
those  who  trespass  in  our  field.  The  strong  emphasis  on  conserva- 
tion, cataloguing  and  care  taken  to  preserve  has  induced  many  to 
place  collections  and  heirlooms  in  our  custody. 

In  1950  the  Bulletin  was  an  8-page  quarterly  published  with 
$616.00  income  from  a  fund  of  $12,000.00.  Now  that  fund  is 
$55,000.00.  Its  income,  plus  sales,  is  approximately  $3,500.00  and 
the  Bulletin  has  increased  to  32  pages.  Membership  has  more  than 
doubled,  endowment  has  almost  tripled,  and  income  has  almost 
quadrupled.  This  is,  to  say  the  least,  spectacular  growth  and  cause 
for  satisfaction,  but  the  margin  between  income  and  expenses  is  still 
slim  and  we  are  still  understaffed. 

We  have  had  many  notable  exhibitions  that  have  helped  us 
achieve    considerable   recognition    throughout   the   country.   We 


have  published  15  books  with  gross  sales  of  $27,989.21.  Our 
seminars  have  provided  impetus  to  membership  growth,  increased 
interest  in  the  aims  of  the  Society,  and  are  now  being  widely  copied 
by  other  institutions. 

Despite  a  setback  when  flooded  in  late  August  1955,  we 
recovered  and  its  eftects  were  hardly  a  ripple  in  our  growth  since 
1950.  Analysis  of  a  graph  would  show  that  we  now  find  as  many  as 
300  books  a  year  to  add  to  our  collection.  This  is  a  constant  increase 
so  that  we  can  predict,  with  certainty,  shelving  requirements  ten, 
twenty,  fifty  years  hence.  Museum  growth,  akhough  not  such  a 
neat  package  because  of  odd  shapes  and  differing  preservation  re- 
quirements, still  has  a  pattern  that  varies  little  from  year  to  year 
and  seems  to  average  out  the  same  every  three  to  four  years.  A 
rigid  acquisition  policy  is  invaluable  in  controlling  standards  and 
avoiding  duplication.  All  this  gladdens  the  heart  of  an  administra- 
tor. He  knows  what  he  must  face  and  when  a  certain  cubage  will 
be  required  periodically  and  costs  will  be  so  much. 

Our  manuscript  collection,  however,  which  is  our  most  impor- 
tant asset,  entirely  unique  and  irreplaceable,  does  not  fit  our  neat 
little  package.  Growth  has  been  so  great  that  we  cannot  predict 
even  two,  three,  or  five  years  ahead.  This  is  wonderful  for  everyone 
except  the  fellow  who  has  to  find  shelves  when  a  collection  of  some 
size  becomes  available.  We  are  already  finding  space  at  a  premium 
in  our  present  manuscript  storage  facilities. 

The  final  revelation  of  our  graph  is  the  increase  in  use  and  de- 
mands on  the  staff.  This,  too,  is  completely  unpredictable  and 
cannot  be  planned  for  in  advance.  During  these  ten  years  Miss 
Kihn  became  Editor,  Mr.  Warren  Assistant  Director  and  Curator 
of  the  museum,  and  Mr.  Currie  Manuscript  Cataloguer.  This  would 
appear  to  have  relieved  the  rest  of  us  from  a  terrific  burden.  Tlie 
truth  of  the  matter  is  that  we  all  now  have  more  to  do  than  ever 
before.  Why  ?  Because  more  and  more  time  must  be  spent  with  the 
public  who  are  making  use  of  the  collections,  and  less  and  less  time 
is  available  for  processing  of  the  collections  and  the  basic  house- 
keeping required  in  a  library  and  museum.  The  telephone  rings 
constantly  and  correspondence  is  mountainous. 

I  can't  write  the  report  for  1970,  at  least  not  now,  but  I  would 
expect  it  to  be  comparable  to  this  one.  I  think  we  will  have  a  mu- 
seum wing  by  then,  and  a  manuscript  stack.  We  will  have  at  least 
three  more  staff  members  and  will  still  be  shorthanded.  This  So- 
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ciety  is  a  great  one  and  its  growth  and  usefulness  are  unlimited. 
We  need  set  no  goals,  for  our  founding  fathers,  back  in  1825,  did 
that  for  us. 

Library 

To  get  back  to  1960 — this  might  almost  be  called  the  broadside 
year.  A  broadside  or  broadsheet  was  a  single  piece  of  paper  con- 
taining printed  matter  on  one  side  only.  Proclamations  were  al- 
ways issued  in  this  form  and  still  are,  as  well  as  special  news  and 
advertisements  of  one  kind  or  another.  Often  broadsides  were 
posted  on  bulletin  boards,  or  read  from  the  pulpit  and  then  de- 
stroyed. They  are  rare  in  any  event  and  to  secure  five  unique 
eighteenth  century  broadsides  is  cause  for  elation. 

The  heirs  of  Morgan  B.  Brainard  gave  us  The  Triumphs  of 
Faith  Manifested  to  the  World  .  .  .  ,  printed  by  T.  Green,  1749.  In 
brackets  are  the  initials  "S.M.'\  presumed  to  be  the  author  who  is, 
as  yet,  unidentified. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  H.  Bernhart  presented  a  broadside  dated 
February  8,  1766,  containing  a  premature  account  of  the  repeal  of 
the  Stamp  Act.  Unfortunately,  from  the  text  it  is  not  clear  whether 
it  was  printed  in  Hartford  or  New  Haven,  but  in  either  case  it  was 
unknown.  Doctor  Lee  }.  Whittles,  gave  us  a  November  10,  1748 
Thanksgiving  Proclamation  of  Governor  Jonathan  Law.  Although 
earlier  issues  of  such  proclamations  exist  in  the  fine  collections  of 
the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  and  the  American  Anti- 
quarian Society,  this  is  the  earliest  complete  Thanksgiving  Procla- 
mation in  any  Connecticut  institution,  though  we  do  have  a  frag- 
ment of  one  dated  March  28,  1733.  Other  unique  proclamations  by 
Joseph  Talcott,  A  Day  of  Fast,  April  8,  174 1  and  Jonathan  Law's 
Thanksgiving  Proclamation,  November  9,  1749,  were  purchased. 
In  addition  we  acquired  three  other  proclamations  lacking  in  our 
collections. 

Seldom  do  collectors  have  the  opportunity  of  acquiring  an  un- 
known Indian  Captivity  broadside.  There  are  many  seeking  such 
materials  and  when  they  do  turn  up,  they  are  usually  offered  to 
well  known  collectors  and  institutions.  Shocking  Murder!  A  Dis- 
tressing Account  of  the  Murder  of  Mr.  Samuel  Smith,  and  his 
Three  Daughters,  one  an  Infant  at  the  Breast,  by  the  Savages,  in 
July  180^,  Related  by  Mrs.  Smith  . .  .  ,  New  Haven,  Printed  (Price 
3d),  was  brought  in  for  research  purposes  and  we  were  lucky  to 
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acquire  it.  It  is  a  broadside  with  three  coffins  iUustrated  at  the  top, 
and  measures  11V4  x  19/2  inches.  The  "Shocking  Murder"  took 
place  in  Louisiana,  85  miles  from  New  Orleans  and  so  far,  the 
earliest  account  we  have  located  concerning  it  was  printed  in  1814. 

Since  broadsides  by  their  very  makeup  are  subject  to  loss  and 
destruction,  so,  too,  are  sheet  almanacs.  We  have  several  in  our 
outstanding  collection,  but  they  seldom  appear  on  the  market.  We 
feel  fortunate  in  acquiring  what  appears  to  be  a  unique  one,  The 
¥ armer  s  &■  Mechanics  (Sheet)  Almanac,  Hartford,  1817. 

A  Map  of  the  Southern  Fart  of  the  State  of  New  Yorf(,  including 
Long  Island,  the  Sound,  the  State  of  Connecticut  by  William  Dam- 
erun,  engraved  by  P.  Maverick  and  issued  in  1815,  is  a  handsome 
piece  of  engraving  that  is  quite  rare.  Copies  are  in  the  Library  of 
Congress  and  the  New  York  Historical  Society.  We  new  have  a 
copy,  dated  1819,  similar  to  the  above  but  with  change  in  date,  a^d 
Damerun's  trade  card  engraved  by  Amos  Doolittle  is  on  the  back. 
The  map  includes  the  13  towns  incorporated  1800-1815,  but  not 
Griswold,  which  was  incorporated  in  October  18 15. 

One  of  the  rarest  of  the  town  maps,  that  of  Sharon,  pubHshed  in 
1853,  ^s  ^^o^  i'^  our  collection.  In  1951  we  listed  in  the  Director's 
Report  some  30  maps  that  were  not  available  in  this  Society.  Six- 
teen of  these  have  now  been  acquired,  plus  New  Hartford,  1852, 
not  recorded  by  Edmund  Thompson's  Maps  of  Connecticut  .  .  . 
1801-1860. 

From  Wesleyan  University  we  received  a  bound  volume  of 
three  Danbury  eighteenth-century  pamphlets,  of  which  two  are 
unique:  Memoirs  of  the  Life  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Demic^;  A  Wonderful 
Dream  by  Isaac  Watts;  antl  The  Nature,  Certainty  and  Eridence  of 
true  Christianity  by  [Sarah  Haggar  Osborn  | — all  printed  by 
Nathan  Douglas  for  S.  Crawford,  Danbury,  ca.  179^-1794. 

One  of  the  most  reprintetl  and  hence  popular  pieces  of  Ameri- 
cana is  Descalves  New  Travels  to  the  Westward.  Although  now 
considered  fictitious,  it  does  include  the  true  story  of  John  Vande- 
leur  who  was  captured  by  the  Indians  on  the  Pacific  Northwest 
coast  in  1784,  married  a  native  wife,  and  lived  with  his  Indian 
family.  The  second  edition  appeared  in  1788  in  Norwich  and  by 
1800,  eleven  editions  had  been  printed.  Being  highly  collectible  as 
Western  Americana,  and  an  Indian  Captivitv,  conies  command 
high  prices.  Of  the  three  copies  of  the  2nd  Edition  recorded 
(Norwich  1788),  all  lack  the  last  leaf.  Ours  has  a  signature  of  the 


original  owner,  both  front  and  back  leaves,  and  leads  us  to  suspect 
it  was  issued  in  this  incomplete  form. 

We  feel  an  often-overlooked  source  record  are  catalogues  is- 
sued by  Connecticut  industries.  From  time  to  time  we  pick  up 
single  catalogues,  but  this  year,  from  the  George  A.  Long  estate, 
we  secured  catalogues  of  the  Gray  Telephone  Pay  Station  Com- 
pany; and  from  Mrs.  Glenn  H.  Smith,  seventeen  catalogues  of 
Columbia  Bicycles  between  1883  and  1910.  There  were  twenty- 
five  other  bicycle  catalogues  and  catalogues  of  the  Knox  Automo- 
bile Company,  Electric  Vehicle  Company  and  Locomobile.  From 
a  relatively  weak  collection,  this  one  gift  has  strengthened  us  im- 
measurably. I  do  not  know  where  the  best  collection  of  bicycle  ma- 
terial is  located,  but  it  has  always  troubled  me  to  think  we  have  to 
go  to  Detroit  to  learn  about  the  first  automobiles  that  were  manu- 
factured in  Hartford. 

Being  a  poor  penman,  I  am  often  impressed  with  the  beautiful 
handwriting  of  many  of  our  forefathers.  They  learned  by  copy  and 
practice  with  specimen  books.  Few  have  survived,  so  that  Mrs. 
Glenn  H.  Smith's  gift  of  a  fine  copy  of  The  American  Penman  by 
Eleazer  Huntington,  Hartford,  1824,  is  much  appreciated.  We 
have  another  edition,  1830,  in  our  collections,  and  Huntington's 
Introduction  to  the  Art  of  Penmanship,  Hartford,  1819. 

A  year  ago  we  appealed  in  the  Bulletin  for  contributions  to  buy 
The  Oxford  English  Dictionary  in  twelve  volumes,  plus  supple- 
ment. I  am  happy  to  say  you  made  its  purchase  possible,  as  well  as 
a  much-needed  encyclopedia.  We  also  have  completed  our  set  of 
Magazine  Antiques,  part  of  which  was  lost  in  the  flood.  We  could 
still  use  a  Lippincott's  Neiv  Gazetteer  and  I  hope  a  copy  will  be 
forthcoming  soon. 

Manuscripts 

One  of  the  great  pleasures  of  my  association  with  this  Society 
has  been  the  friendship  with  many  notable  collectors.  We  share 
their  triumphs  and  are  well  aware  of  their  hopes  and  aspirations. 
Qeorge  Dudley  Seymour  was  much  interested  in  Major  John 
Palsgrave  Wyllys,  a  classmate  of  Nathan  Hale,  and  in  fact  wrote 
a  book  entitled  Captain  Nathan  Hale,  Major  John  Palsgrave 
Wyllys,  A  Digressive  History,  New  Haven,  1933.  It  was  our  good 
fortune  to  purchase  some  seventy-five  Wyllys  family  letters,  in- 
cluding the  last  letter  Wyllys  wrote  before  leading  an  expedition 
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against  the  Indians  in  which  he  was  killed;  and  another  letter,  to 
his  father,  Samuel  Wyllys,  by  a  fellow  officer,  describing  in  detail 
how  the  Major  met  his  tleath.  It  is  a  pity  George  Dudley  Seymour 
did  not  live  to  see  these  letters,  but  I  derive  particular  satisfaction 
in  acquiring  such  materials  for  this  institution  in  which  he  was  so 
interested.  In  the  letter  to  James  Watson,  August  25,  1790,  Wyllys 
had  a  premonition  of  disaster  and  indicated  that  his  friend's  son 
was  to  have  half  his  property,  and  that  the  other  half  was  to  go 
to  "Molly  Wyllys  (because  she  has  got  red  hair)."  John  Palsgrave 
Wyllys  lies  in  an  unmarked  grave  on  the  banks  of  the  Maumee 
River,  near  what  is  now  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  the 
first  regular  United  States  military  officer  to  give  his  life  for  his 
country,  October  22, 1790. 

Also  included  in  the  Wyllys  letters  are  eleven  to  Mary  Wyllys, 
1799-1800,  from  school  friends  at  Miss  Pierce's  School,  Litchfield. 
These  describe  in  some  detail  their  curriculum  and  social  life  and 
are  significant  for  their  material  on  the  early  years  of  one  of  the 
more  celebrated  private  schools  for  girls. 

With  the  Civil  War  Centennial  approaching,  there  is  much  in- 
terest in  letters  and  diaries  of  Connecticut  soldiers.  We  purchased 
mere  than  a  hundred  letters  from  Henry  Snow  to  his  mother,  Mrs. 
Eunice  Snow  of  East  Hampton.  Henry  enlisted  from  Chatham 
August  15,  1862  and  was  mustered  out  June  15,  1865  from  the 
2ist  Infantry  Regiment.  He  saw  action  at  Fredericksburg,  Ber- 
muda Hundred  and  Richmond.  On  September  4,  1864,  he  wrote, 
"Here  the  Rebs  come  out  in  plain  sight  and  look  at  us  and  we  at 
them,  and  some  of  the  boys  go  out  and  exchange  papers  on 
the  sligh  for  our  officers  do  not  allow  it.  It  is  the  leading  officers 
of  the  Armies  that  is  keeping  this  war  along.  The  privates  of  both 
armies  do  not  seem  to  have  anything  against  each  other.  I  think 
if  it  was  left  for  them  to  settle  it,  it  would  be  settled  without  any 
more  bloodshed." 

Nearly  a  thousand  letters  were  secured  from  the  Rowland  family 
ancf  were  largely  written  by  the  children  of  the  Reverend  Henry 
Augustus  Rowland,  Pastor  for  forty-six  years  of  the  Congrega- 
tional Church,  Windsor.  The  children  were  graduates  of  Yale, 
Amherst,  Dartmouth  and  Andover  Theological  Seminary,  and 
were  doctors,  lawyers  and  clergymen.  William  Sherman  Rowland, 
a  lawyer  in  New  York,  describes  the  Great  Fire  in  that  place  in 
December,  1835.  George  Rowland  was  in  the  1849  Gold  Rush  and 
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he  soon  became  Postmaster  in  Sacramento.  His  brothers  often  re- 
mark on  CaHfornia,  but  George's  advice  is  not  to  come  as  pros- 
pectors, but  with  a  trade. 

The  pubHshers  in  1852  presented  to  the  Society  a  copy  of  Journal 
of  a  Voyage  to  California  . . .  The  Connecticut  Mining  and  Trading 
Company  by  Albert  Lyman.  We  have  a  mint  copy  of  this  rare  book 
that  today  commands  premium  prices  when  a  copy  comes  on  the 
market,  and  we  have  had  it  almost  since  the  day  it  was  published. 
Jason  Fenn  Burr,  mentioned  in  Albert  Lyman's  book,  was  a 
mariner  on  board  the  General  Morgan  which  sailed  with  the  Con- 
necticut Mining  and  Trading  Company  for  the  Gold  Fields  of  Cal- 
ifornia February  22,  1849.  In  the  handful  of  his  letters  purchased 
this  year,  Jason  wrote  to  his  family  in  Hartford  about  the  voyage, 
his  arrival  in  San  Francisco  August  5,  1849,  and  much  detail  about 
early  efforts  to  find  gold.  He,  too,  advises  his  brother  not  to  come 
to  California,  for  his  share  of  the  gold  is  so  small  he  can't  afford 
to  come  home.  Illness  forced  him  to  return  in  the  Fall  of  1851, 
however,  wiser  but  hardly  wealthier. 

Charles  E.  Brinley  of  Philadelphia  presented  to  us  a  fine  Israel 
Putnam  letter  addressed  to  Colonel  Godfrey  Malbone  upon  re- 
ceipt of  the  news  of  the  Battles  of  Lexington  and  Concord  Sat- 
urday, April  I  22],  1775.  Putnam  letters  are  scarce  at  best  and  since 
these  two  men  were  on  opposing  sides,  it  is  of  rare  interest. 

The  largest  manuscript  collection  acquired  during  the  year  was 
purchased  from  the  McClellan  family  of  Woodstock.  It  includes 
letters  of  the  Williams,  Trumbull  and  McClellan  families  in  some 
twenty-four  boxes,  plus  more  than  100  account  books.  Outstanding 
in  this  collection  is  an  Indian  deed.  The  deed,  with  Indian  marks, 
is  a  valuable  record  and  basis  for  land  records  in  our  State.  A 
Committee  of  the  General  Assembly  purchased  May  20,  1662,  from 
four  Indian  kings  and  two  queens,  the  land  south  of  Middletown, 
six  miles  on  each  side  of  the  Connecticut  River,  to  the  Chester  town 
line.  The  price  was  thirty  overcoats  or  not  more  than  $100.00,  It 
was  approved  by  Uncas  and  Terramugas.  The  area  involved  con- 
sisted of  150  square  miles  or  96,000  acres  and  included  all  trees, 
stone  mines,  minerals,  ponds,  brooks  and  rivers,  but  not  Thirty 
Mile  Island.  In  Haddam,  in  1676,  land  sold  for  155'.  an  acre,  or 
/^ 72,450  for  an  original  investment  of  less  than  $100.00. 

These  and  other  manuscripts  too  numerous  to  mention  are 
rich  in  source  materials;  but  most  significant  this  year  has  been 
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the  arrival  of  a  Manuscript  Cataloguer.  Harold  Currie  came  to  us 
in  September  from  the  William  L.  Clements  Library,  Ann  Arbor, 
Michigan,  and  he  has  made  a  remarkable  start  on  what  could  be  a 
life-time  project.  It  is  all  very  well  to  collect,  as  we  have  for  so 
many  years,  but  we  have  the  additional  responsibility  of  making 
manuscripts  readily  available  for  use  when  desired. 

Museum 

The  operation  of  a  museum  not  only  inchules  acquisition,  ex- 
hibition, restoration  and  preservation,  but  also  research,  and  much 
time  is  spent  in  documenting  the  collection.  For  example,  we  have 
a  painting  of  two  boys  apparently  being  tried  for  stealing  apples. 
This  painting  was  advertised  as  being  in  the  Hartford  Museum 
August  2,  1824.  We  do  not  know  how  it  came  into  our  possession 
and  until  recently,  we  had  no  idea  of  the  artist.  Someone  suggested 
that  it  might  have  been  painted  by  Jeremiah  Paul  who  flourished 
1791-1820.  Comparison  with  his  other  works  tends  to  bear  out  the 
attribution. 

In  1925  the  Society  received,  by  bequest  of  Frederick  J.  Hunt- 
ington of  Norwich,  a  fine  over-mantle  embroidered  panel.  Mr. 
Huntington  believed  this  to  have  been  worked  by  his  great-great- 
grandmother,  Faith  Robinson  (1718-1780),  wife  of  Jonathan 
Trumbull,  Senior.  Mrs.  Nancy  Graves  Cabot  in  Antiques,  De- 
cember 1950,  felt  it  could  not  have  been  worked  by  Mrs.  Trumbull 
and  attributed  it  to  a  granddaughter,  Faith  Trumbull,  (1769-1846) 
who  married  Daniel  Wads  worth  of  Hartford  in  1794.  We  have 
always  been  unhappy  with  this,  for  it  did  not  fit  the  picture  as 
an  heirloom  of  the  Huntington  family. 

In  our  Trumbull  papers  there  is  a  letter,  May  28,  1764,  from 
Jonathan  Trumbull  to  his  son  Joseph  in  which  he  orders  for 
"your  sister"  a  frame  and  glass  4'  4"  in  length  by  i'  7"  in  width 
(or  52  X  19  inches),  the  exact  dimensions  of  our  panel.  A  sister 
Faith  (1743-1775)  married  Jedediah  Huntington  in  1766,  and  we 
are  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  she  worked  our  panel  in  1764 
and  that  it  descended  legitimately  to  the  donor,  Frederick  J.  Hunt- 
ington. 

Mr.  Warren  has  cleaned  several  of  the  Morgan  B.  Brainard 
tavern  signs  this  year.  That  of  W.  Bursley,  coated  with  a  heavy 
layer  of  varnish,  was  so  clouded  that  little  could  be  seen  through  it.

When  removed  with  solvents,  the  signatures  of  Richmond  and 
Whittle,  painters,  appeared,  and  the  word  Barnstable  was  on  the 
station.  This  information  is  recorded  in  Dictionary  of  Artists  in 
America,  but  one  would  never  have  determined  it  from  the  sign 
which  was  in  such  poor  condition. 

Once  again,  by  deed  of  gift  subject  to  lifetime  use,  we  have  re- 
ceived from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frecierick  K.  Barbour,  eleven  pieces  of 
fine  Connecticut  furniture,  bringing  the  total  to  twenty.  They  are 
as  follows:

Also  by  deed  of  gift,  Charles  S.  Bissell  has  given  us  his  Daniel 
Burnap  chime  clock. 

In  previous  years  we  have  received  from  Philip  H.  Hammer- 
slough  a  Staffordshire  tureen  with  Arms  of  Connecticut;  and 
from  Doctor  Isaac  W.  Kingsbury,  a  loseph  Carpenter,  Norwich, 
tall  clock.  It  is  encouraging  to  see  this  revived  use  of  deeds  of 
gift,  for  the  advantage  of  retaining  lifetime  use  should  interest 
other  prospective  donors. 

At  the  William  B.  Goodwin  auction  we  bought  a  unique  oak 
Hadley-type  court  table.  Although  only  a  small  portion  is  original. 
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its  size  and  height  make  it  most  useful  for  our  print  room  and  as- 
sures preservation  of  an  interesting  piece  of  furniture. 

Allerton  C.  Hickmott  gave  us  a  Bible  box,  and  a  Hadley  chest 
with  square  posts  turned  at  the  bottom.  This  is  a  rare  type  of  chest 
of  which  two  similar  specimens  have  been  found  in  Connecticut. 
The  initials  "K.W."  are  unidentified. 

From  the  Josiah  Phelps  house  in  Windsor,  Miss  Helen  E.  Royce 
has  presented  to  us  a  corner  cupboard,  a  Chippendale  mirror  and 
several  other  interesting  pieces,  including  a  fiddleback  arm  chair 
with  Spanish  feet  in  its  original  color,  and  several  dressing  tables, 
wash  stands  and  high  chairs. 

A  fine  wainscot  settle,  that  belonged  to  the  Wyllys  family  of 
Glastonbury,  was  presented  by  Doctor  Lee  J.  Whittles.  It  dates 
from  the  seventeenth  century  and  is  in  unusually  good  condition. 

Two  chairs  made  by  Eliphalet  Chapin  were  purchased  and  have 
been  restored.  The  story  on  this  important  acquisition  will  ap- 
pear soon  in  the  Bulletin,  so  that  details  will  be  omitted  here. 

Last  summer,  in  conjunction  with  Loomis  School,  we  had  an 
exhibition  of  paintings  by  Osbert  Burr  Loomis.  Joseph  S.  Gould 
has  given  a  signed  and  dated  painting  by  Loomis  of  the  Loomis 
homestead,  with  a  letter  by  the  artist  indicating  that  the  picture 
was  a  Christmas  present  to  his  sister  Euphemia  in  1880.  This  fine 
association-item  is  most  welcome.  By  purchase  we  secured  a  land- 
scape in  oils,  painted  by  J.  D.  Crocker  of  Norwich  in  1886;  and  a 
large  over-mantle  painting  from  a  house  on  Union  Street,  Deep 
River. 

Some  years  ago  we  were  delighted  to  buy  a  gold  locket  clasp  by 
J.  Gardiner,  New  London,  ca.  1769.  It  was  the  only  piece  of  Con- 
necticut marked  gold  known  to  exist.  Recently  Roderick  Bissell 
Jones  gave  us  a  gold  mourning  ring  marked  "E.B."  and  inscribed 
"H.  Loomis,  April  i^,  1742,  ae  13."  The  maker  is  probably  Eben- 
ezer  Balch  who  was  a  silversmith  in  Hartford  in  the  1740's  and 
at  the  moment,  we  consider  it  the  earliest  piece  of  Connecticut 
marked  gold.  Mr.  Jones  also  presented  to  us  a  communion  table- 
cloth, 68  inches  square,  made  by  Mary  Gidding  of  East  Hartland 
in  the  mid-eighteenth  century. 

A  lovely  wool  embroidered  bed  rug  came  to  us  from  Mrs. 
J.  H.  K.  Davis.  The  initials  "E.F."  are  possibly  those  of  Elizabeth 
Foote  of  Colchester,  (1760-1800.)  The  rarity  of  objects  of  this  na- 
ture has  caused  their  value  to  skyrocket  and  since  gifts  to  the 
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Society  are  tax  deductible,  we  suggest  that  such  perishables  be 
placed  in  our  custody  before  irreparable  damage  to  them  occurs. 

It  may  be  surprising  to  some  that  we  are  interested  in  con- 
temporary history.  From  the  estate  of  George  A.  Long,  noted  in- 
ventor, we  secured,  among  other  things,  the  first  pay  telephone 
and  intercom  radio  for  airplanes.  I  feel  confident  our  successors 
will  appreciate  the  value  of  modern  objects  such  as  these  which 
have  proved  so  useful  in  our  age. 

Editor 

The  usual  four  issues  of  the  BuUetm  and  48-page  Anjiiial  Report 
were  published  during  the  year.  Editorial  work  was  completed  on 
Volume  30  and  31  of  the  Collections.  These  will  be  published  as 
soon  as  the  $1,000  annual  State  Appropriation  will  permit.  No  books 
were  published  this  year,  though  several  are  under  consideration, 
and  a  Civil  War  diary  is  being  transcribed.  Book  Sales  totalled 
$2,8oo.co,  a  most  gratifying  figure  without  benefit  of  new  titles  as 
the  last  Boo/{s  for  Sale  list  was  issued  in  1958. 

We  are  working  pretty  close  to  our  deadline  on  the  Bulletui  and 
to  achieve  a  proper  balance  in  subject  matter,  our  Editor  is  forced 
to  spend  considerable  time  in  research.  There  is  no  lack  of  ma- 
terial, but  time  is  at  a  premium. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion,  I  must  record  my  indebtedness  to  the  officers  and 
committee  members  who  give  so  much  time  to  the  affairs  of  the 
Society.  The  staff,  too,  has  given  beyond  what  should  be  expected 
of  them.  The  fantastic  increase  in  telephone  requests,  correspond- 
ence, and  the  use  of  the  collections  has  been  efficiently  handled. 
Naturally,  certain  things  have  suffered,  notably  the  print  and 
photograph,  and  the  map  and  broadside  collections.  The  solution, 
in  the  future,  is  a  Curator  in  charge  of  this  department.  Despite 
Mr.  Warren's  energy,  museum  acquisitions  accumulate  faster  than 
he  can  catalogue,  repair  and  store  them.  Exhibitions  demand  much 
of  his  time,  and  we  are  both  badly  in  need  of  secretarial  assist- 
ance. At  the  earliest  opportunity,  these  problems  should  be  reme- 
died.
